The  reverse  die  was  altered  in  1909  by  filing  to  remove  the  VDB 
initials,  doubtless  when  the  decision  to  prepare  new  dies  without  the 
designer’s  initials  had  been  taken  but  before  a  new  reverse  hub  could 
be  prepared.  Faint  traces  of  the  tops  of  all  three  letters  can  be  made 
out  with  a  glass.  Ex  Beckwith  Collection  (Chapman,  1923).  Clearly 
an  emergency  die  modification,  similar  in  some  ways  to  the  ones 
which  led  to  the  overdate  dies  in  1918  and  1942.

These  Half  Dimes,  struck  from  dies  cut  by  Birch, 
on  presses  at  John  Harper’s  coach  house  in  Philadelphia  in  July  1792, 
were  the  first  coins  minted  in  quantity  and  released  to  circulation  after 
ratification  of  the  Constitution  and  passage  of  the  April  2,  1792, 
Coinage  Act.  Traditionally  struck  from  silver  plate  provided  by 
George  Washington,  1500  of  the  coins  were  receipted  for  personally 
by  Jefferson  on  July  13,  1792.  No  other  1792-daled  issues  bear  other 
than  pattern  status.  One  of  these  should  be  a  part  of  any  major  type 
collection,  as  well  as  in  Half  Dime  collections.

This  issue,  like  the  1836  Gobrecht  "Name  on  Base"  Dollars,  has 
been  mistakenly  labeled  a  “pattern  ever  since  Robert  Coulton  Davis 
initial  (and  often  disastrous)  attempt  to  list  pattern,  trial  and  experi¬ 
mental  pieces  in  The  Coin  Collector’s  Journal  in  the  1 880’s  (the 
1836  pieces  being  treated  in  the  August.  1885.  issue  ol  the  maga/.ine). 
later  authors  working  on  patterns,  such  as  Adams  and  Woodin.  and 
Judd,  have  simply  followed  his  lead  into  the  fever  swamps  of  delusion 
with  never  a  glance  at  documentary  evidence.  Robert  W.  Julian,  in  his 
superb  4-part  Coin  World  article  in  1982.  has  established  clearly  that 
the  first  production  run  (not  Proofs)  of  these  steam-press  pieces  was 
made  on  November  8.  1836  (that,  at  least,  was  already  listed  in  Judd) 
and  that  further  strikes  were  made  during  December  of  1836,  the  total 
production  being  somewhat  small  because  ol  repeated  difficulties  with 
the  steam  press,  probably  due  to  ejection  problems  from  the  reeded 
edge  collar.  Without  the  slightest  doubt,  the  pieces  struck  in  1836 
were  on  the  old  standard  of  1792.  i.e..  208  grains  standard  silver; 
pieces  struck  from  the  1836-dated  dies  after  Janury  19.  1837  (when 
the  new  coin  standards  went  into  effect),  would  have  been  on  the 
206'/4  grain  standard. 

The  exact  mintage  of  the  1836  pieces  has  been  a  matter  of  specula¬ 
tion;  we  can  be  sure  of  one  thing,  that  the  pieces  actually  struck  in 
1836  had  to  be  on  the  correct  weight  standard  for  the  date.  We  also 
know  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  1836-dated  pieces  were  struck  on 
the  206‘/4-grain  standard,  and  thus  had  to  be  made  after  the  law  was 
passed  changing  the  weights  (prior  to  passage,  there  was  no  way  to  be 
sure  of  the  exact  weight  and  fineness  which  would  actually  be  adopt¬ 
ed,  and  any  such  striking  would  have  been  done  in  extremely  small 
(2-3  pieces?)  quantity  for  internal  Mint  use  in  testing  alloys  for 
strike).  The  Gobrecht  Dollars  of  1836  (name  on  base)  were  originally 
to  have  been  struck  with  a  reeded  edge,  like  the  Halves,  but  the  collar 
problems  were  so  severe  that  the  Director  in  the  interest  of  getting 
that  new  circulating  Dollar  issue  into  the  hands  of  the  public,  ordered 
plain  edge  strikes  instead.  The  experimentation  with  the  Halves,  how¬ 
ever.  was  specifically  designed  to  procuce  coins  for  circulation  from 
the  new  steam  presses,  and  the  collar  problems  had  to  be  solved  with 
steam  power  We  know  that  there  were  great  difficulties  in  the  experi¬ 
mental  period,  and  can  now  speculate  with  some  validity  on  their 
nature.  Taxay  has  noted  that  3  different  diameters  (30.  30.5,  31mm) 
occur  on  the  1837  reeded  edge  issues,  and  also  two  different  collar 
types,  the  “fine  reeding"  of  1836  and  the  “coarse  reeding"  adopted 
for  most  1837.  and  all  1838-9,  strikes.  Apparently  the  fine  reeding, 
which  raised  substantially  the  amount  of  “surface  area  "  in  friction 
contact  with  the  collar,  made  ejection  very  difficult;  the  present  speci¬ 
men.  which,  of  course,  has  the  fine  reeding,  provides  a  clinching 
piece  of  evidence  -  the  edge  reeds  are  not  precisely  vertical,  but  are  at 
a  slight  slant  to  the  right  (with  the  obverse  side  up),  which  meant  that 
the  ejector  would  have  had  to  “unscrew"  the  finished  coin  rather  than 
just  popping  it  out. 

We  have  discussed  the  mintage  figures  and  dates  with  Bob  Julian  at 
some  length,  and  have  available  the  delivery  figures  for  December, 
1836.  and  for  the  entire  first  half  of  1837.  The  following  reconstruc¬ 
tion  is.  however,  entirely  on  our  own  responsibility.  It  is  our  opinion 
that  the  odd  200  pieces  delivered  in  December.  1836,  represented  the 
total  steam  press  reeded  edge  mintage  of  the  Half  Dollar  during  that 
calendar  year  (aside  from,  perhaps,  the  10  Pieces  sent  to  the  Secretary 
ol  the  Treasury  on  November  8),  and  thus  also  represent  the  entire 
mintage  on  the  old  208-grain  standard;  that  the  151.000  Halves  deliv¬ 
ered  on  February  22.  1837.  include  1000  steam-struck  reeded  edge 
Halves  dated  1836  (from  the  same  1836  dies),  coined  on  the  new 
206 '/4-grain  standard,  the  other  150.000  being  1836-dated  lettered 
edge  pieces  from  the  regular  screw  presses,  struck  to  fill  orders  while 
collar  problems  were  still  being  worked  on  with  the  steam  presses; 
that  the  deliveries  of  March  6  (274,000),  March  22  (142.000),  and 
March  25  (662.000)  consisted  of  lettered  edge  1836-dated  pieces 


alone  (the  last  delivery  in  this  list,  for  example,  far  exceeds,  in  only  3 
days  work,  the  400.000  plain  edge  large  cents  which  the  Mint  boasted 
of  striking  in  two  weeks  as  ol  the  June  30  1837.  delivery,  and  could 
scarcely  be  considered  steam  press  reeded  edge  issues);  and  that  the 
102.620  pieces  in  the  March  31.  1837.  delivery,  probably  consisted  of 
steam-struck  reeded  edge  coins,  all  dated  1837,  and  involving  all  the 
“fine  reeding”  1837  pieces  as  well  as  the  various  other  experimental 
ones  with  different  diameters  and  coarse  reeding.  (It  is  possible  that 
some  or  all  of  the  odd  620  pieces  in  this  delivery  may  have  been 
dated  1836). 

As  with  the  first  delivery  of  the  1836  Gobrecht  Dollars  on  12/31/ 
36,  the  first  200  reeded  edge  Halves,  delivered  on  the  same  date, 
were  probably  reserved  at  the  Mint  for  distribution  one  or  two  at  a 
time  to  individuals  who  were  interested  in  obtaining  a  specimen  of  the 
first  steam-struck  coins;  unlike  the  Gobrechts.  they  were  not  struck  as 
Proofs,  and  demand  was  probably  far  less.  The  1000  pieces  we  be¬ 
lieve  were  struck  and  delivered  in  February.  1837.  Irom  the  1836 
dies,  may  have  had  special  significance  in  connection  with  the  Wash¬ 
ington's  Birthday  delivery  dale:  that  same  date  in  1836  had  been 
intended  as  the  initial  day  for  steam  coinage  to  start  at  the  Mint,  but  it 
had  to  be  postponed  for  technical  reasons  for  nearly  a  month  (  a  few 
very  rare  medals,  struck  in  advance  and  bearing  the  February  date  for 
“First  Steam  Coinage",  escaped  destruction  and  exist  today).  As 
1000  Gobrecht  Dollars  dated  1836  had  been  made  during  December  of 
that  year,  and  as  more  were  shortly  to  be  struck,  though  none  were 
from  the  steam  press  and  all  were  plain  edge.  Mint  officials  may  well 
have  felt  that  a  special  effort  should  be  made  to  produce  and  deliver 
at  least  a  thousand  business  strike  half  dollars  from  the  steam  press  by 
that  “anniversary"  date. 

Our  working  estimate  of  the  mintage  ol  the  1836  Reeded  Edge  Half 
Dollars,  then,  is  200  pieces  in  December,  1836.  struck  on  the  208- 
grain  standard,  and  1000  pieces  in  February,  struck  on  the  new  206'/»- 
grain  standard  (oddly  enough,  the  total  matches  the  1200  pieces  tradi¬ 
tionally  estimated).  As  the  weight  difference  between  the  two  issues  is 
less  than  two  grains,  any  circulation  at  all  would  obscure  it  To  date, 
we  know  of  no  specimen  of  the  original  December  issue  (on  the  old 
standard)  which  has  been  verified  by  weight.  The  present  specimen, 
weighing  205.9  grains  in  AU,  is  almost  certainly  one  of  the  February 
strikes  on  the  new  standard.  The  significant  feature,  however,  is  that 
both  the  December  and  the  February  issues  were  struck  for  circulation 
and  actually  issued:  they  are  not  now  and  never  have  been  patterns, 
but  rather  the  first  year  of  issue  of  a  new  design.

“NEW  STANDARD”  BUST  COINAGE 

As  of  January  19.  1837.  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  U.S.  silver  and 
gold  coins  were  changed;  for  the  first  time  all  issues  were  struck  in  .900- 
Fine  metal,  rather  than  the  .8924  silver/. 8992  gold  previously  used.  As 
no  deliveries  of  gold  or  silver  coins  were  made  in  1837  prior  to  February 
22.  all  pieces  from  Half  Dimes  through  Half  Eagles  dated  in  that  year 
were  struck  on  the  new'  standard,  and  should  be  so  designated  in  the  Red 
Book.  This  means  that  the  Bust  Half  Dimes  and  Dimes  Seated  Liberty 
issues  start  within  1837;  the  Quarters  on  the  new  standard  come  with 
both  1837  and  1838  dates  as  do  the  Half  Eagles,  while  the  Quarter  Eagles 
were  struck  on  the  old  design  but  new  standard  until  1839.  We  offer  here 
a  full  series  of  the  "new  Standard"  Bust  silver  issues.

CIRCULATION

Plain  obverse  field,  starred  reverse,  plain  edge,  dies  coin-aligned  with 
eagle  Hying  upwards  (dots  Hanking  denomination  are  level):  one  of 
the  original  1000  pieces  reported  as  delivered  in  two  shipments  on  12/ 
31/1836,  intended  for  release  to  the  public  as  regular  coins,  600  of  the 
1000  delivered  immediately  to  the  Bank  of  the  U.S.  for  distribution. 
Formerly  erroneously  listed  as  a  Pattern  (J.60;  AW  42),  this  is  actual¬ 
ly  the  first  issued  design  of  the  Seated  Liberty  coinage  and  the  only 
issue  to  be  struck  on  the  old  416-grain  standard  of  1792  (the  second 
issue  for  circulation,  600  pieces  delivered  on  3/31/1837,  were  struck 
on  the  new  412.5-grain  standard  and  had  the  reverse  rotated  180 
degrees  to  medal  axis  to  indicate  the  difference.)  The  distinction  be¬ 
tween  originals  and  restrikes  -  on  restrikes  of  all  types  the  dots  by  the 
denomination  are  not  level  when  the  piece  is  given  coin  or  medal  turn 
to  see  the  reverse  -  has  been  known  for  years,  ever  since  Breen  first 
discovered  this  simple  method  of  telling;  the  documentation  of  the 
"Name  on  Base"  originals  as  actual  intended  circulating  coins  has 
been  available  for  more  than  three  years  through  the  publications  of 
Robert  W  Julian  in  The  Numismatist  and  most  recently  (1982)  in 
Coin  World.  Collar  difficulties  forced  the  Mint  to  strike  all  original 
1836  pieces  with  plain  edge;  all  were  struck  as  Proofs  because  the 
Director  wanted  the  public  to  see  all  the  details  of  the  new  Dollar 
coins  when  they  were  first  released. 

Despite  the  simple  and  well-described  (frequently)  method  of  telling 
originals  (for  1839  as  well)  from  restrikes,  and  despite  the  importance 
of  doing  so  since  only  the  originals  are  real  circulating  coins  with  a 
full  and  proper  place  in  both  date  and  type  sets,  auction  catalogues 
continue  to  miss  the  point,  or  to  ignore  it.  As  recently  as  August,  an 
1836  and  an  1839  were  offered  with  no  mention  of  either  the  turn  or 
the  alignment  of  the  dots;  another  1839  was  described  in  a  way  that 
indicated  a  medal-turn  (and  thus  a  restrike)  but  without  actually  say¬ 
ing  what  it  was.  The  one  thing  that  seems  to  have  been  picked  up  by 
everyone  is  leveling  of  the  dots  in  the  catalogue  photos  (whether  or 
not  they  are  on  the  coins).  One  is  forced  back  to  another  statement  by 
Julian;  "...one  can  no  doubt  assume  in  the  future  that  any  such  coin 
offered  for  sale  and  not  labelled,  is  in  truth  a  restrike." 

The  present  specimen,  which,  like  the  rest,  did  not  "escape"  into 
circulation  since  it  was  placed  there  intentionally  by  the  Mint,  shows 
a  tan  toning  with  touches  of  red  on  obverse,  rose-gold  reverse  center 
surrounded  by  blue-violet  and  electric  blue  to  border,  light  friction 
and  some  small  nicks,  a  shallow  scratch  from  wing  at  3:00.

Matches  the  B.2  die  characteristics  including  the  raised  die  lines  on 
reverse  over  ITE  and  between  ES,  light  violet  and  tan  toning,  very 
sharp  strike  in  all  areas,  fields  mirrored  but  slightly  clouded  by  the 
toning,  a  hairline  scratch  in  right  obverse  field.  Proof  mintage  for  this 
year  unknown  but  small;  Breen  estimates  around  80  survivors.

stars  at  left  obverse,  rust  marks  at  DSTA  and  many  denticles  on 
reverse;  5)  weak  at  top  of  bale,  ribbon  at  RT\  ,  left  hand  with  plan- 
chet  roller  striations  visible  there,  matching  weak  leathers  on  eagle 
from  just  below  neck  down  to  major  weakness  at  loot  and  branch  end.

Medium  greenish-gold,  rim  lustre  on  obverse.  lower  bust  weak  be¬ 
cause  of  die  bulge  (die  failure)  over  ”3”  on  reverse,  the  reverse 
cleaned  with  a  hinged  pinback  mount  removed  leaving  a  large  copper 
spot  at  left  and  a  smaller  one  on  wreath  at  right  where  the  clasp  was 
located.

Medium  yellow-gold  with  rose  at  rims  over  lustre,  bottom  of  bust 
weak  because  of  a  die  bulge  over  **3”  on  reverse,  mintage  only  3500 
business  strikes.

Cameo  frosted  head,  slightly  less  frosty  wreath,  one  of  the  25 
made  on  June  13  (small  die  rust  marks  on  feathers  and  one 
behind  eye),  unpolished  area  in  left  bow  loop  but  better  pol¬ 
ished  there  than  on  the  February  strikes,  very  slightly  soft 
strike  with  a  few  areas  in  fields  not  completely  “up",  small 
violet-copper  area  at  5:00  reverse.  A  very  rare  and  popular 
date.  Proofs  only,  total  strike  a  miserly  45  pcs. 


3131  1879.  Choice  Proof-65.  (Photo) 

Obverse  die  with  all  the  die  rust  marks  we  can  find  mentioned 
anywhere,  reverse  with  roughness  in  bottom  of  9  and  numer¬ 
als  centered  between  letters  of  DOLLARS;  medium  gold  ton¬ 
ing,  slightly  soft  strike  at  feather  tips  and  the  bow  knot  on 
reverse,  a  couple  of  field  areas  not  fully  “up"  as  on  the 
1876.  One  of  the  10  Proofs  struck  on  November  22,  the  ob¬ 
verse  die  rust  marks  more  advanced  than  on  the  January  25 
press  run  of  20  pieces.  It  seems,  from  this  and  the  1876 
specimen,  that  Proofs  made  later  in  the  year  (presumably  be¬ 
cause  the  original  supply  ran  out  and  more  were  needed  in  a 
hurry)  were  somewhat  sloppily  struck,  and  the  dies  had  not 
usually  been  properly  cared  for  in  the  interval.  This  would  fit 
with  the  standards  of  workmanship  evidenced  in  some  other 
series  Proofs  -  the  M  Nickels  come  to  mind...

RICA  not  doubled,  left  part  of  right  bow  mostly 
lapped  off  the  die.  right  tip  of  7  properly  placed,  prominent  outline  on 
upper  outside  part  of  left  wreath,  etc  ;  Deep  yellow-gold  toning,  ap¬ 
parently  had  the  “porosity"  of  strike  mentioned  by  Akers  around  the 
head,  but  has  picked  up  some  scuffing  on  the  same  parts  of  the  field 
since,  as  well  as  a  few  hairlines.

B&R/U.S.  Gold  Coin  Col.  #540.(The  only 
known  fully  uncirculated  example  of  this  rare  date  (the  Roach 
piece  in  1944  was  described  as  having  cabinet  friction,  and 
was  thus  AU).  directly  parallel  in  that  regard  to  the  Garrett 
specimen  of  the  1876-S  which  is  the  only  known  gem  exam¬ 
ple  of  that  equally  rare  date  from  the  Centennial  year  (and 
which  realized  $34,000  in  the  1979  Garrett  Sale!)

Medium  yellow-gold  toning,  rather  frosty  bust  with  the  char¬ 
acteristic  overpolishing  of  the  die  at  ERT  and  on  parts  of  the 
scroll,  die  chip  under  E  of  Liberty,  a  couple  of  fine  hairlines 
on  the  must.  Of  the  20  Proofs  made,  Breen  and  others  esti¬ 
mate  only  8-9  surviving  today;  the  only  auction  records  in  the 
last  decade  are  the  Garrett  piece  (3/76);  1977  ANA;  the  Kauf¬ 
man  piece  (8/78);  the  1979  ANA;  and  the  Eliasberg  specimen. 
Plate  matching,  which  at  first  looked  like  it  might  be  easy 
because  of  the  apparent  dark  spot  that  shows  up  at  6:00  re¬ 
verse  rim  on  the  Akers  plate,  turns  out  not  to  be  so  since  all 
pieces  show  that  as  it  is  due  to  a  die  defect  on  the  rim.

Some  traces  of  lustre  at  rims,  pinscratch  down  center  reverse  and 
what  seem  to  be  the  crude  initials  “SL”  pinscratched  into  obverse 
fields;  in  terms  of  actual  wear,  the  piece  has  some  claims  to  VF 
status.  In  Akers*  research  he  found  slightly  more  1870-CC  pieces  at 
auction  than  1878-CC;  in  the  period  1972-1982.  we  noted  the  same 
distribution,  though  in  this  sample  the  two  were  fairly  close  (31  to  29 
appearances.)

Free  of  any  discoloration  on  breast  of  eagle  (the 
almost  inevitable  result  of  even  the  lightest  envelope  friction 
on  the  microns-thick  surface  finish)  and  only  a  pinpoint-sized 
coppery  point  on  the  knee  -  far  superior  to  the  matte  proofs 
usually  encountered  from  this  or  any  other  year.  Akers  esti¬ 
mates  perhaps  as  few  as  20  of  the  original  74  struck  still 
survive;  even  counting  museums,  we  would  doubt  that  the 
total  is  as  high  as  a  dozen.  Since  1972  there  have  been  only 
seven  auction  records  for  the  Proof  1912  Double  Eagles;  three 
of  those  seven  are  the  same  coin  -  the  Garrett  piece  -  reap¬ 
pearing!
